Duke scores twice, 
advances to semifinals 
of College Cup.

Durham, N.C. — No shots on goal 
_for the first time in 25 games this sea- 
son. That’s what thwarted the Long 
Beach State women’s soccer team’s 
unprecedented run through the NCAA 
Tournament in the Elite Eight on Friday. 
Top-seeded and third-ranked Duke 
dominated the 49ers in every facet of 
the game with 16 total shots en route 
to a 2-0 victory at Koskinen Stadium 
to advance to its first semifinal appear- 
ance in the College Cup since 1992. 
Duke midfielder Kim DeCesare 
scored in the 67th minute before soph- 
omore midfielder Gilda Doria added 
another tally seven minutes later to 
seal the victory over the ‘Niners (18-6- 


1), who set program records for wins, 
goals (49), assists (52), and points (150) 
this season. 

The 49ers (18-6-1) were the only 
team in Big West Conference history 
to ever reach the Elite Eight as they re- 
corded the program’s first-ever NCAA 
Tournament victories in the first, sec- 
ond and third rounds. 

“Right now, we’re hurting because 
we feel like we had an outside shot get- 
ting into halftime with good energy 
and [with the score] at 0-0 and feel- 
ing strong about it,” said LBSU head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia, whose team 
was outshot by Duke, 16-3, and held to 
no attempts on goal. “Duke is a fantas- 
tic team that’s very talented and they 
make you pay and I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if they play for a national‘cham- 
pionship next Sunday.” : 

Duke (21-3-1), which has appeared 
in the Elite Eight three times in the 
last five seasons, will move on to the 
semifinals in Kennesaw, Ga. to face 
fellow No. 1-seeded and Atlantic Coast 
Conference (ACC) rival Wake Forest 
(18-3-4), which posted a 3-0 victory 
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over Central Florida in the quarterfi-. 


nals Friday. 

“Tt’s huge,” Duke head coach Robbie 
Church said of the win. “We’ve been 
trying to get here for a while and it’s 
my 11th season. ... Mauricio [Ingras- 
sia] does a fantastic job studying on 
tape. I really love how they play, their 
shape and their possession style, but 
we wanted to press them and get them 
out of their rhythm of play. ... I thought 
we were able to do that, but we didn’t 
capitalize in the first half. 

“I thought we shortened our passes 
in the second half, moved the ball well 
and attacked from the dutside in.” 

After a scoreless first half that 
produced a 5-1 advantage in shots for 
the Blue Devils thanks to two near. 
goals by freshman forward Kelly Cobb, 
DeCesare struck with 22 minutes gone 
by in the second period. Sophomore 
forward Mollie Pathman sent.a cross 
from the near side of the field to an 
unmarked DeCesare, who placed a

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PETA push for more 
vegetarian options 


The group collects 
signatures for meal 
options on campus.

PETA2, an animal rights group, 
teamed up with Cal State Long Beach 
students to petition for more vegan and 
vegetarian meal options on campus. 

The group originally set out to col- 
lect 1,500 student signatures, but col- 
lected 2,000 at the University Student 
Union and University Dining Plaza on 
Noy. 10 and 11. 1,200 of those were ob- 
tained during the first day, according to 
PETA2 manager of college campaigns 
Ryan Huling. 

“I think that really speaks to the 
overwhelming demand that more stu- 
dents want more vegan options,” Hul- 
ing said. ¥ 

PETA2 is the student division of ani- 
mal rights activist group PETA, People 
for the Ethical Treatment of Animals. 
The group works with high school 
and college students ‘to raise aware- 
ness about animal cruelty and push for 
change on campuses. 

However, Huling said the issue is 
much bigger than food. 

“It has as much to do with a stu- 
dent rights issue as an animal issue,” 
he said. “Students have to struggle to 
find something healthful and vegan in 
between classes, which is not fair when 
students are just trying to make a com- 
passionate decision.” 

Students expressed difficulty about 


being able to get three full vegan meals 
as residents on campus. According to 
Huling, students said that they typically 
had to fill up more at either breakfast or 
lunch, which may be something not as 
healthful as it could be. ~ 

“It’s simply not fair for many stu- 
dents to have dining plans and find it 
easy to eat three meals a day, and then 
those that are vegetarian or vegan can- 
not eat those full-hearted meals,” Hul- 
ing said. 

Huling said that CSULB students 
sympathized with their peers, and 
showed their support by signing the pe- 
tition. 

“Everybody knows somebody who’s 
vegan and vegetarian,” Huling said. 

Huling said that many colleges are 
given the option to order vegetarian 
foods from their food service providers, 
but simply choose not to because they 
just don’t think to do so. 

“I hope that CSULB dining services 


Teally takes those signatures to heart,” 


Huling said. 

He said he hopes the petition will 
open the door for discussion for more 
vegan and vegetarian options. 

According to a 2010 study performed 
by food: catering company Bon Appétit 
Management Co., the number of college 
students living a vegan and vegetar- 
ian lifestyle has increased significantly 
since 2005, 

Students surveyed who identified 
themselves as vegetarian rose to 12 


" percent — a 50 percent increase — and 


students who identified themselves as 
vegan has doubled in the past four years 
to 2 percent. 


According to Carol Roberts-Corb, di- 
rector of housing and residential life, the 
residential dining halls have made great

efforts to provide students with special 
diets foods that meet their needs. 
“There’s a lot of food that might be 


~ vegan or vegetarian, but you just might 


not know it, so they mark all of their 
foods,” Roberts-Corb said. “They also 
have a registered dietician on their staff 
that does an amazing job, in my opin- 
ion, in working with students who have 
individual dietary needs ... and she’ll 
meet with students individually to work 
on certain diets, to the point of prepar- 
ing special meals just for those indi- 
viduals.” 

Roberts-Corb also mentioned that 


there is a refrigerator behind the front- 
line that students can access which 
houses special items, such as soy milk 
and soy cheese. Students can consult 
the manager for the hall to carry special 
items. 

49er Shops is a non-profit a CSULB 
auxiliary organization that operates the 
dining services and convenience stores. 

PETA2 would like to see changes 
implemented campus-wide, not only if 
the dining halls,'so that students could 
virtually go into any CSULB conve- 
nience store or restaurant and easily 


find a wide variety of healthy, sustain- 
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able vegan and vegetarian foods, ac- 
cording to Huling. ae 

According to Roberts-Corb, the re- 
cent USU survey taken this fall will 
be used to make improvements and 
renovations to the facility. Some of the 
questions were “pointed at vegan arid 
vegetarian options that students and 
faculty would like to see. 

Although 49er Shops Inc. could not 
respond to the Daily 49er’s requests for 
comment by the publication deadline, 
49er Shops CEO Don Penrod said via 
email, “I can assure you that we have 
many vegetarian offerings.”

Certified personal trainer and Cal 
State Long Beach alumna Melina 
Christidis said its not too late to get 
back on track with diets and exercise. 
She offered the Daily 49er a few tips for 
getting back in shape. 


Make a plan. “Accountability is ev- 
erything,” Christidis said. It’s impor- 
tant to plan everything from workouts 
to snacks and it will be much easier to 
keep up with personal goals, Christidis 
said. Christidis especially recommends 
having a plan during the holidays. Even 
when eating big meals, one should pace 
eating and still make room for break- 


fast, lunch and dinner, Christidis said: 


Get enough H20. Make sure to 
drink water frequently throughout the 
day. “People often confuse dehydration 
with hunger,” Christidis said. She rec- 
ommends drinking water before reach- 
ing for a snack. 


_Eat every three to four hours. 
“Planning ahead goes with your work- 
outs as well as your food,” Christidis 
said. The body goes into starvation 
mode and hangs on to whatever fat is

without eating. 


Make breakfast a priority. Accord- 
ing to Christidis, a person should eat 
breakfast no longer than one hour after 
he or she wakes up. Christidis said the 
best way to jump start the body is by 
eating breakfast; otherwise, the body 
will go into starvation mode 


Find the workout that makes you 
want to move. “There’s not one right 
way to work out, do whatever moti- 
vates you,” Christidis said. After the 
holidays, it’s easy to feel unmotivated, 
but it’s important to find the workout 


that makes it exciting to hit the gym, 
whether that’s spin, yoga, weightlift- 
ing or running, Christidis said. She said 
not to get discouraged in the beginning 
because it takes a whileto see results. 

“Tt can take four to eight weeks to 
see results,” Christidis said. “People 
want results right away and that’s not 
what happens. It’s very hard to change 
habits, but you can change.”

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Study shows voters willing 
to pay more taxes for schools

A new poll conducted by the Uni- 
versity of Southern California Dorn- 
sife College of Letters, Arts and 
Sciences and the Los Angeles Times 
shows that California voters are will- 
ing to pay more in taxes if their money 
went directly to public schools. 

Public schools in California have 
lost many arts, music, and other pro- 
grams due to budget cuts in recent 
years. Along with programs being cut 
back, many teachers have been laid 
off, as well. 

The new study proved that 64 per- 
cent of California voters, Republican 
and Democrats, would not mind pay- 
ing an increase in taxes for the cause 
of better education. A cross section 
of races, genders, income and edu- 
cational levels were surveyed for the 
study. 

Brittany Fikre, a biology major, 
said public schools are not educating 
children properly anymore. She said 
she would be willing to pay more in 
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taxes for educational purposes. She 
also said that the government should 
be giving more to education, but we 
could all play a small role in helping 
the cause of better public schools. 

- “Budget cuts are affecting the 
younger generation’s ability to be 
creative through the arts,” Fikre said. 
“And because of budget cuts, some 
kids don’t even get to go on the same 
field trips that we got to go to grow- 
ing up.” 

Supporting public education finan- 
cially is not the only option the public 
has to help these institutions. 

California was the first state to es- 
tablish a law called the Parent Trigger 
law. This law allows parents to peti- 
tion to the school board to completely 
restructure a school’s curriculum and 
staff if more than 51 percent of the 
children’s parents say the school is 
failing. 

“Tt’s a good thing that parents are 
able to step in and take control of their 
children’s education,” Fikre said. 

A total of 1,500 registered Cali- 
fornia voters were polled for this 
study from Oct. 30 to Nov. 9. The 
margin of sampling error is plus 
or minus 2.52 percentage points.

Gov. and CSU Trustee Gavin Newsom issued a 
statement requesting a re-vote. 

In solidarity with the students, faculty and 
community members who attended and who were 
denied access to the Second meeting at the Board

of Trustees, we honor their efforts and commit- 
ments to protest the 9 percent tuition increase. 
Not allowing the public to continue witness and 
participate in their meetings is a testament to 

the current BOT’s undemocratic structure of the 
policy-making process within our universities. 
We condemn their decision to proceed with the 
vote in a private meeting. We condemn the lack 
of leadership allowing CSU police to act violently 
against students, faculty, and staff. We urge you 
to drop all charges and disciplinary proceedings 
against the students arrested at the Chancellor’s 
office, and also to respect students’ rights to 
protest the pressing issues of our political, social, 
and educational life. 

The Chancellor has made bad decisions for 
public higher education that are going to impact 
California’s future for years to come if we do 
not stand up now. On Monday, December 5" we 
demand that the Board of Trustees honor Lt. 
Governor’s request for a re-vote of the 9% tuition 
increase. This is a call to action to all students 
who have been affected by the CSU Board of 
Trustees decisions.

The roof to the Grove of Anaheim 
was nearly blown off as a handful of 
big-name DJs, including headliner and 
critically-aclaimed artist Steve Aoki, 
blasted earth-shaking electronic and 
house music to a sold-out crowd last 
Saturday. 

Electronic music producers Dirt- 
yRock, LBCK (Long Beach City Kids) 
AutoErotique, 12th Planet and Aoki 
each weaved solid hour-long sets, which 
featured some of the electronic music 
world’s most popular dance songs. 


LBCK, local electronic duo, warmed 
up a_ slowly-arriving crowd with 
funky tracks: from their debut album 
“START.” The duo, which is made up 
of Long Beach residents, Alex Noble 
and Luigi III, shared the soundboard by 
standing behind a flashing light fixture 
that spelled out LBCK. 

Canadian house music producer, 
AutoErotique, took over for LBCK and 
kept the dancing going as more of the 
audience started to arrive. With stage 
lights flashing, beach balls flying and 
confetti falling-over the crowd, Auto- 
Erotique played a remix of Swedish 
House Mafia’s “Save the World,” which 
spurred everyone in the audience to 
sing along. 

Dubstep producer, 12th Planet, fol- 
lowed AutoErotique by playing some 
of his most wobbly tracks. With the 
bass turned up high, 12th Planet melted 
the brains of the audience, delivering a 
full-body rumbling with his song “Rea- 
sons.” Screaming into the microphone 


the entire set, his voice was raspy by 
the end, but his enthusiasm was more 
than enough to get the crowd ready: for 
Aoki. Twelfth Planet concluded his set 
by jumping off the stage to crowd surf. 

After a short break in between sets 
, the crowd appeared restless, chanting 
for Aoki to take the stage. 

Aoki then emerged from the dark- 
ness only moments later with his pet 
bulldog, CoCo, under his arm. After 
introducing his dog to the crowd, Aoki 
finally took the helm and guided the 
crowd through the most entertaining 
set of the night. 

Aoki made sure everyone knew most 
of his set was going to be comprised of 
music from his upcoming album, which 
will be released next year. He screamed 
into the microphone each time he an- 
nounced the title of the new tracks and 
the different DJs he had collaborated 
with. New tracks included collabora- 
tions with dubstep producer Bassnectar 
and rapper Kid Cudi. 


Aoki still balanced his set with 
plenty of crowd favorites. Highlights 
included his remix of Kid Cudi’s “Pur- 
suit of Happiness” and his collaboration 
with Bloody Beetroots “Warp 1.9.” 

“Turbulence,” Aoki’s collabora- 
tion with fellow music producers 
Laidback Luke and Lil John, had the 
crowd bouncing. As the song slowly 
built up to its drop, Aoki stood up on 
the soundboard table, raising his hands 
and mimicking as if he were flying an 
airplane. 

He never stayed in one place too 
long as he strutted across the stage, 
screaming to the crowd through the 
microphone. Aoki made sure the crowd 
stayed well-hydrated as he threw water 
bottles into the audience and poured or- 
ange juice over those jumping the high- 
est in the front. He surprised the crowd 
by bringing out several chocolate cakes, 
which he appropriately. smashed into 
several people’s faces. 

At one point, his antics may have 


gotten a little to out of control as his 
music was shut off for a short moment 
so he could be told he couldn’t con- 
tinue pouring orange juice and smash- 
ing cake. Aoki settled down for about 
a minute until he reassured the’ crowd 
that he wasn’t going to follow the rules 
and promptly brought out a line of more 
water bottles,: pitchers of orange juice 
and cakes to cover the crowd. 

Before ‘Aoki’s set came to a close, 
12th Planet returned to the stage to an- 
nounce it was Aoki’s birthday. Twelfth 
Planet then got the entire crowd to sing 
“Happy Birthday” to a humbled Aoki, 
who finished his set by continuing to 
pour water on the audience. 

Aoki is a treat to see every time he 
takes the stage. It’s not just his music 
that makes him one the most popular 
DJs currently, but it is his energy and 
showmanship that turns what is typi- 
cally: someone just standing behind a 
soundboard into a full-blown electronic 
music rock concert.

Rebounding woes, late run plagues ‘Niners in loss to Iona

' The Long Beach State women’s

The 49ers led by nine with just over 
nine minutes to play, but Iona rallied 
and sank six crucial free throws down 
the stretch for the win. 

LBSU (2-4) shot a season-high 44.1 
percent from the field and committed 
only nine turnovers, but faltered on the 
boards as it was out-rebounded, 50-28. 

Freshman guard Lauren Saprgo led 
the 49ers with 16 points, all of which 
came in the first half. Senior forward 
Tipesa Moorer finished with 13 points, 
while sophomores Hallie Menese and 
Ella Calrk chipped in 12 and 10 points, 
respectively. Meneses added a game-high 


seven assists and freshman Chantel Dool- 
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ey grabbed a team-best seven rebounds. 
Iona (4-2) took an early 4-0 lead be- 


, fore Clark sank a 3-pointer from the top 


of the key at the 18:30 mark. The 49ers 
trailed by no more than five until they 
eventually tied it up at 11-11 on a Spar- 
go 3-pointer with 14:13 on'the clock. 

The Gaels would pull back ahead, 
21-15, but LBSU responded with a 15-8 
tun, capped by a Meneses jumper, to 
take its first lead of the night at 30-29. 
The 49ers went on to outscore Iona, 8-3, 
over the final four minutes to own a 38- 
32 cushion at the break. 

Long Beach made 45.7 percent of 
its shots in the first half and was led 
by Spargo, who totaled 16 points on a 
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6-for-9 performance from the field. She 
was also 2-for-3 from beyond the arc. 

LBSU scored the first six points of 
the second period to take a 10-point ad- 
vantage and went up by 13 after Moorer 
completed a three-point play at the 17:08 
mark. The Gaels then came storming 
back as they used a 17-6 spurt to close 
the gap to 55-53 with 10:36 to play. 

Freshman Alex Sanchez eventually 
ended a three-minute scoring drought 
with a 3-pointer and Long Beach pro- 
ceeded to rebuild its lead to nine be- 
fore Iona responded again, evening the 
score at 62 with 6:02 remaining. 

The Gaels took their first lead since 
late in the first half with 5:01 to play and

pulled ahead by four before Meneses 
drained back-to-back 3-pointers to tie it 
up at 72-72 with 1:22 on the clock. Iona 
was able to hold on in the end, however, 
as it went 6-for-6 from the free throw 
line over the final minute for the five- 
point victory. 

Kristina Ford paced Iona with a dou- 
ble-double, registering 18 points and 
13 rebounds. Damika Martinez also 
totaled a game-high 19 points, while 
Diana Hubbard had 15. 

Long Beach will close out its seven- 
game road stretch next weekend when it 
heads North for non-conference games 
at Seattle University on Friday and the 
University of Washington on Sunday.

Nostalgia is both a powerful and 
dangerous thing. In the past few years, 
many shows and movies from the ’70s 
and ’80s have been revived purely be- 
cause the studio is hoping that nostalgia 
will help sell tickets. Not everything that 
our generation liked as children is still 
enjoyable as an adult. However, the new 
film “The Muppets” directed by James 
Bobin (“Flight of the Conchords”), and 
written by and starring Jason Segel 
(“Forgetting Sarah Marshall,” “How I 
Met: Your Mother”) somehow manages 
to be both nostalgic and legitimately 
funny without feeling cheap. 

It’s been 12 years since the Muppets 
last appeared on screen in “Muppets 


From Space,” and the world has pretty 
much forgotten about them — every- 
one except for their biggest fans, Gary 
(Segel) and his brother Walter, who is 
a puppet himself. Gary and Walter are 
inseparable, which makes Gary’s long 
time girlfriend Mary (Amy Adams) 
jealous. 

For Gary and Mary’s anniversary, the 
gang takes a trip to Los Angeles to see the 
old Muppet Studios, only to find out that it 
has been boarded up by its new owner, the 
oil baron, Tex Richman (Chris Cooper), 
who plans to bulldoze it and dig for oil. 
Gary, Mary and Walter set out to reunite 
Kermit and the rest of the Muppets to put 
on one last show and save the studio. 

Jason Segel both stars in the movie 
and wrote the script, and it is clear that 
he has a lot of love for the Muppets. The 
scenes of Walter and Gary watching 
the old Muppet Show videos seem very 
autobiographical, and his fondness for 
the source material shows in the film. 
All of the Muppets you know and love 
have time to shine, and.even some of 
the Muppets that haven’t been seen in 
years make an appearance. 

The opening scenes of the film are 
surprisingly melancholy, showing Ker- 
mit, Fozzie Bear and the rest of the gang 
living in a world where they are no lon- 
ger famous or relevant.

The 49ers (3-2) rallied from a seven- 
point deficit to take a 68-66 lead on a 
pair of free throws by senior guard 
Casper Ware, but the Grizzlies went on 
a 7-0 run over a 58 second span to re- 
gain the lead, 73-68. The 49ers missed 
four free throws and had a costly turn- 
over during the stretch. 

“We are just not tough enough on 
the road right now,” LBSU head coach 
Dan Monson said. “We just break down 
to easily and let teams hang around. 
It’s such an advantage for teams to be 
at home when you don’t put them away 
when you have the opportunity. It’s 
just very frustrating because it’s not 
anything but the mentality. We have 
got to get tougher mentally.” 

Senior forward T.J. Robinson led 
Long Beach with a game-high -25 
points and 13 rebounds — his 41st ca- 
reer double-double. 

The senior matched a career high 
making 11 of 12 free throws, after 
entering the game as a 41.7 percent 
shooter from the line. : 

All 11 of his free throws came in the 
second half, where he scored 15 of the 
49ers’ 33 points.

The Blue Devils weren’t done just 
yet, though.

“Tt’s hard being on the losing end of 
it,” said Gustaves, who went a program- 
high 543 minutes without conceding a 
single goal prior to Duke’s first tally, 
while posting séven shutouts in LBSU’s 
previous eight matches. “The biggest 
thing for any team is believing in your- 
selves and I think we did. [Duke] has 
a special group of players and they had 
two great goals, but we can’t be upset 
with the way that we played.” 

Gustaves was among seven seniors 
— six of whom were starters — to play 
in their final game in an LBSU uniform. 
She was joined by. senior midfielders. 
Shawna Gordon and Sidney Garza, 
defenders/forwards Nicole Hubbard, 
Jazz Strozier, Alex Balcer and Nicole 
Sweetman. Senior Marysol Rosas, who 
has been sidelined for the past month 
with a leg injury, also finished out her 
LBSU career. 

“It’s huge,” Gustaves said of making 
conference and school history by reach- 
ing further in the NCAA Tournament 
than any other team. “It’s years of work 
for myself, my team and the alumni 
to be on the winning end of everyone 
else’s work. It’s obviously indescrib-

Montana (4-2). outscored Long 
Beach, 41-33, after the break en route 
to the win.
